Unfortunately the Carpenters recipe is misinterpreted in the book, so 
the revised version may interest you: 

INGREDIENTS 

1 egg 

1 teaspoon vanilla essence 
1 teaspoon almond essence 
teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons butter 
3/4 cup sugar 
METHOD 

Place wafers in plastic bag, half box at a time and crush with rolling pin. 
Spread on bottom'of baking dish (8 x 11) or something similar. Save some 
to sprinkle on top. 

Mix butter, flavorings, salt & sugar in blender. Blend well. Add eggs 
and blend. Mix gelatin with water quickly & blend with other ingredients. 
Whip cream til stiff & fold into blended ingredients. Now fold in the 
drained & diced peaches. Sprinkle remaining crumbs on top. Refrigerate 
for a couple of hours.
